The  Melar^oplus  me xi crams  Sauss*  infestation  in  the  SnJLphur  Sprin.^s 
Talley  of  Arizona  is  one  of  the  few  instances  of  recent  tines  in  which  this 
species  has  developed  to  serious  outbrealc  nunhers  under  purely  range  condi- 
tions, In  addition  to  M,  nexicanus  several  other  species  of  grasshoppers 
occurred  in  the  infested  area  in  Arizona.  The  no st  nunorous  of  these  is 
prohahly  Aulocara  elliotti  Tlios,,  followed  hy  several  other  raurzo  species. 

The  large  hush  grasshopper,  Schistocorca  sho shone  Thos,,  v;as  quite  nunerous 
in  certain  aneas  and  was  panticularly  dostnnetive  in  peach  orchards  southvrest 
of  Willcox,  Ariz,  In  Oklahona  and  Texas  light  infesta,tions  of  second-genera- 
tion M,  nexicanus  are  appanent,  hut  crop  dana..gc  is  negligihle.  The  sane  con- 
dition exists  in  wostarn  . Kansas,  In  the  early  part  of  August  throughout 
contro-l  Wisconsin  M,  f enur-ruh run  Eeg,  had  replaced  M,  hivittatus  Say  as  the 
doninant  grasshopper  species.  Crop  danage  was  increasing,  especially  to 
second-grov7th  alfalfa,  and  was  norc  severe  than  at  any  previous  tine  this  yean, 

Mornon  cricket  inf esta.tions, were  observed  during  the  nonth  only  in  linit- 
ed  nunhers  and  in  localized  areas  in  the  tri-Sta.te  area  of  Idaho,  Nevaxla,  and 
Oregon,  and  in  sone  snail  agricultural  areas  in  Sheridan  County,  Uyo, 

White  grubs  caused  considerable  danage . to  lavms  in  New  England  and  Middle 
Atlantic  States  southward  to  Yirginia  and  to  Kentuclq?-, 

Tlie  Japanese  beetle  occurred  in  unprecedented  nunbers  duning  the  last 
week  in  July  and  the  first  week  in  Au;gust  in  Connecticut  and  seriously?'  dam- 
aged sweet  corn  and  fruits  and  berries  in  Westchester  County,  N,  Y,  At  the 
Yirginia  Truck  Exporinont  Sta.tion  over  seven  tines  as  nany  beetles  xi/ere 
collected  in  traps  this  year  as  during  last  soa.son.  Several  nev/  infestations 
were  found  in  the  Chicago  a,rea  of  Illinois  and  o,  single  specinen  was  collect- 
ed at  Eloonington  in  the  central  part  of  the  State, 


New  infestations  of  white-fringed  beetle  v;ere  reported  fron  Escambia  and 
Dallas  Counties,  Ala, 

The  beetle  Calorycterus  setarius  Roelo.fs  is  now  loiown  to  occur  in  12 
towns  in  Connecticut,  The  adult  feeds  on  a v/idc  vaniety  of  flbv;cring  plants. 
It  was  also  recorded  fron  Now  York  this  nonth, 

Yery  heavy  inf esta.tions  of  the  false  chinch  bug  are  reported  fron  Utah 
and  Arizona,  In  Utah  the  insects  were-  severely  damaging  alfa.lfa  and  truck 
crop»s,  _ _ . . 
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The  htjssian  fly  situation  is  "bGing  pu^blishod  as  a supplcnent  to  the 
la.st  nimhor  of  the  Survey  Bulletin, 

The  European  corn  ooror  is  generally  less  n\incrous  than  last  yean  in 
ITcu  England,  a1:out  the  sane  as  last  year  in  western  ITov;  York,  and  decidedly 
heavier  than  last  year  in  southern  Eev;  Jersey,  In  parts  of  Ohio  and  Illinois 
rather  lioax^  infestations  were  reported,  particularly  on  sweet  corn. 

The  corn  ear  worn  v;as  increasing  rapidly  in  la.tc  sv;eet  corn  in  the 
northern  States,  In  Louisiana  la.te  corn  wa,s  prantically  destroyed, 

Hca.vy  infcsta.tion  hy  the  a^lfalfa  caterpillar  in  the  San  Joaquin  Yallcy 
of  CaJifornia  during  la.tc  July  wa.s  very  rapidly  terminated  hy  an  epidemic 
of  vrilt  disoanc  among  the  larvae. 

Severe  injury  hy  the  sugarcane  horer  is  hecoming  apparent  in  localized 
areas  in  Louis ianao 

Luring  the  early  part  of  the  month  there  wan  a,  decided  increa.sc  in 
second-generation  codling  m.oths  in  ITcw  England,  and  Lev;  York  State  sou.thward. 
to  Virginia  and  viestv/ard  to  Illinois  and  Kentuclg/-, 

Heavy  injury  hy  oriental  fruit  moth  is  reported  from  oa-Stern  ITcv/  York 
and.  parts  of  Virginia,  while  in  the  East  Central  Stales  the  infestation  is 
lighter  than  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

In  the  Eort  Valley  section  of  G-eorgia  plum  curevlio  infestation  hy 
second-Erood  larvae  wa.s  hoa:,vier  than  it  has  been  recently.  Similar  oond.i- 
tions  in  Ohio,  Kontticlg'-,  and  Mississippi, 

Somewhat  hea\v  infestations  hy  the  gra.pc  berry  moth  were  reported  from 
western  Hew  York  and  northern  Ohio, 

ConsidLcrahlc  damage  hy  the  potato  leaf  hopper  van  reported  carl:/  in  the 
month  in  xTc\\r  York  and  Minnesota, 

Potato  o,phids  were  more  trouhlesorn  than  usual  on  tomatoes  in  Connecticut 
and.  Hev;  York, 

Tlic  Mexican  heaii  hcctlo  vra.s  reportedL  as  generally  prevalent  throughout 
Hev;  England  and  moi-e  troublesome  in  western  Hew  York  than  it  iias  been  for  sev- 
eral years,  Peports  of  d.amatf0c  v/ere  also  received  from  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and.  frori  Ohio  to  the  G-ulf,  Hot,  dry  vrcathcr  mi  the  South  materially 
cut  d.own  populations. 

The  boll  weevil  situation  remains  acute  throurgiiout  the  Cotton  Belt, 

Tlic  cotton  leaf  vrorm  is  very  a.hundant  in  the  Gulf  region  vrith  outhrcaJes 
also  r ■'ported,  from  Ar leans n§, Oklalioma,  and  Missouri, 

The  hollv/orm  is  '■'encrally  prevalent  over  the  South  Atlantic  States  and 
severely  damaging  bolls  in  northwestern  Louisiana.,  Ollaiioma,  and  the  <grca,tcr 


part  of  Texas, 


Cotton  aphids  ptc  more  numerous  than  they  ha.ve  heen  for  several  yer,rs 
in  South  Carolina,  Ceorgia, ' and  Florida,  and  in  the  Culf  States  through  Texa.s 
to  Arizona, 

The  fall  wehxTOrm  was  generally  ahundant  through  ITew  England  and  the 
Middle  Atlantic  States  westward  to  Ohio  and  Missouri, 

Decided  increase  in  abundance  of  the  hrown-ta-il  noth  is  reported  from 
Marne  and  Hew  Hampshire, 

The  oronzo  hirch  "borer  caused  v/idespread  dana,gc  throughout  northern 
and  eastern  Maine,  This  insect  v/as  also  reported  from  i^arts  of  Ohio, 

Severe  dannge  to  elms  "by  the  elm  leaf  "beetle  reported  from  Hew  England, 
Ohio,  and  Koatuckj^, 

Locust  leaf  miner  severely  "brovmed  the  foliage  of  locusts  from  Connect!- 
cut  southward  to  "Virginia  and  -wcstiirard  to  Ohio  and  Tennessee, 

The  More  Important  Hecords  in  Canai.da 
for  July-August 

In  Manito"ba,  the  najority  of  the  common  grasshoppers  had  reached  the 
winged  stage  hy  July  22,  "but  up  to  the  latter  pant  of  August  no  fli.^ts  had 
"been  0"bscrved  or  reported  in  the  Province,  During  Ju.ly  the  nuxibers  of  the 
clear-wdnged  grasshopper  were  considera"bly  reduced  "by  the  fungous  disease 
Empusa  grylli,  "iDut  other  species  Xifere  unaffected  and  light  to  moderate  da.mge 
to  gra.in  crops  occurred  in  many  aneas,  A survey  in  August  showed  tlmt  this 
species  was  a"b-undant  in  northern  and  north-eastern  districts.  In  the  Hod 
Hiver  Valley,  the  two-striped  grasshopper  was  present  in  menasing  num'bers  and 
damaged  late  crops,  especially  harloy.  The  general  grasshopper  infestation 
v/as  shov/n  "by  surveys  to  "be  light  to  moderate  over  the  greater  part  of  the 
agricultural  area  of  the  Province,  In  Saskatchewan,  the  grasshoxoper  out’oreak 
was  reported  in  June. to  "be  less  severe  than  in  anj^  season  during  the  past 
dccaxlc;  the  lessor  migratory  grasshopper  "was  ]prac  tic  ally  the  only  sxbecies  of 
economic  importance,  and  up  to  mid-July  hardly  any  croj)  damage  had  occurred. 
However,  the  ahscnce  of  concerted  efforts  to  use  tillage  or  bait  for  control, 
and  severe  drou-ght  conditions,  resulted  in  considera"ble  daxia.gc  develox^ing  in 
many  anoa.s  during  the  la.tter  part  of  July  along  crop  mangins.  In  August,  a 
marked  increase  of  grasshopjoers  comx:)ared  with  19^0  x^ras  reported  over  much  of 
the  Province,  and  damage  occurred  to  la.ter  crops.  Head  damage  x-/as  comparative- 
ly light,  "but  flax  su.ffered  severely  in  some  anea-s.  In  Al"bcrta,  rains  were 
reported  to  have  destroyed  large  num"bers  of  grasshoijpers  in  the  spring,  and 
these  insects,  xTai'ticulanly  the  lesser  migratory  grasshox^per , were  greatly 
reduced  in  num'bers  compared  with  19^0,  Hov.^ever,  some  losses  to  .grain  and  hay 
crops  occurred,  esxoecially  in  drier,  areas. 

One  of  the  most  severe  outhrealcs  of  the  whoa.t  stem  sav/fly  ever  recorded 
developed  over  a large  part  of  the  open  praArie  anca  in  Saskatchewan  and 
Al"berta.,  Many  fields  of  grain  showed  100-percent  infestation,  and  crop 
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losscs  as  hi;'^  as  20  percent  were  reported.  The  sav/fly  vias  also  naorc  in- 
jurious in  Manitoba  than  for  a nunher  of  years,  hut,  in  general,  the  infesta- 
tions in  this  Province  were  not  serious, 

^ay‘s  stinhhug  caused  losses  to  wheat  in  the  Turin-Taher-Wrenthan  area 
of  Alhorta,  Infestations  were  nore  extensive  thoji  for  any  season  except  per- 
haps 193s* 

The  heet  wehv/orn,  large  flights  of  which  occurred  throughout  the  Prairie 
Provinces  in  June,  attacked  sugar  hoets,  garden  crops,  a:id  alfalfa  in  southern 
Alberta  in  July,  and  sone  losses  were  reported  in  s^Ditc  of  an  extensive  control 
progran.  Damage  also  occurred  in  beet-growing  areas  of  Manitoba,  but  this 
v;as  less  severe  than  in  1940. 

Du.ring  May,  the  so-called  green  peach  aphid  v/a,s  recorded  for  the  first 
time  in  spring  colonics  on  xi/ild  plun  in  llew  3runs\iiick,  Tlic  first  nynphs  were 
fonjid  on  potcoto  pla.nts  at  Lindsay  and  St,  Stephen,  IT,  D,,  on  Juno  16  and  I7, 
constituting  the  earliest  record  of  its  novonent  to  potato. 

At  . nid-Aufgust,  the  Di,i.ropoan  corn  borer  wa,s  reported  to  be  appa.rcntly 
less  x)rcvalcnt  in  soxithcrn  Ontario  than  in  1940,  a yea-r  of  severe  outbrealc. 
Sweet  corn  v;a,s  averaging  from  I5  to  50  percent  cob  infesta.tion. 

The  usual  reports  of  infostaAion  and  crop  damage  by  the  ir.norted  axblsgc  xortn 
and  the  Colorado  -potato  beetle  have  been  received  fron  various  districts  in 
Canada.  Appanently  infestn-tions  arc  about  a,veragc. 

Tile  pea  aphid  wan  reported  infesting  peas  in  pea.-grox'jing  areas  in  the 
C-anpe,  southern  Quebec,  eantorn  and  southwestern  Ontanio,  southern  Alberta, 
and  locally  in  Dritish  Columbia.,  Material  damage  from  their  attacks  wan 
noted  only  locally  in  Ontario,  and  in  the  Taber— ^annv/cll  area,  of  Alberta, 

In  the  latter  area,  in  spite  of  control  noasuros,  the  croxo  loss  in  many  cases 
was  as  high  as  50  percent. 

The  pea  noth  has  been  recorded  for  the  first  time  on  Vp^ncouver  Island, 
a.t  Saonichton,  Dritish  Columbia.,  It  is  now  known  to  bo  csta.blished  a.ll  over 
the  southern  coastal  area  of  the  Province, 

The  swootclovcr  weevil  occurred  widely  in  Ontario,  Ma.nitoba,  and  eastern 
Sa.ska.tchcwan  during  Jijne,  Dana.gc  to  sv/ectclover  v;an  severe  locally. 

The  codling  noth  appeared  to  be  equally  as  abundant  a.s  in  1940  in  orchards 
in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  ITova  Scotia,  with  an  increase  reported  in  the  Dor- 
wick  anca.  In  Ontario,  sea.sonal  conditions  favored  am  increase  of  this  pest. 

In  Dritish  Columbia  the  infcsta.tion  threatened  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious 
on  record  for  thatProvince,  both  in  the  interior  and  on  the  coast. 

Twig  injury  to  pea.ch  by  the-  first-  a.nd  second-brood  larvae  of  the 
oriental  fruit  moth  v/as  generally  much  lighter  than  last  year  in  southern 
Ontario , 


Tile  tarnished  lolant  bug  was  destructive  to  x^cach  nursery  stock  in  the 
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Hiagara  District,  Ontario,  Injury  to  peaches  knovvn  as  ”cat-fac|i;ng'^,  which 
may  he  due  to  this  species,  v;as  reported  locally  in  the  Okanagan  Valley, 
British  Columhia, 

Grape  leafhopT)ers  are  a.gain  present  in  outhr ealc  form  in  the  Niagara 
District,  Ontario, 

An  e:;ttensive  and  hea'vy  outhreak:  of  the  spruce  hudworm  has  developed 
in  northern  Ontario  from  the  ea.stern  extremity  of  Lake  Superior,  ea.stward 
to  Kipa^wa.  Lake,  a.nd  south  to  Algonquin  Park,  The  northern  limits  are  not 
yet  defined,  hut  heavy  infestations  occurred  at  Chapleau  and  Biscotasing, 
T'/hitc  spruce  vms-  severely  attacked  even  in  anoas  where  there  is  little 
halsam,  and  mortality  may  he  hi^.  The  outbreak  of  the  form  on  jack  pine 
a.ppears  to  ho  on  the  decline  in  northwestern  Ontario,  hut  has  increased  in 
Sa.skatchev/an,  In  I'^anitoha,  spru.ee  and  tamara.ck  x^ere  hea^vily  attacked  in 
the  Spruce  v/oods  Reserve,

and  Mo  I u^Attutus  Say  second  dominant  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  and  in 
San  Mig'j.ei  a,nci  Mora  Counties,  Damage  to  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  in 
San  Miguel  County  ranged  up  to  40  percent  total  leaf  injury  with  heavier 
marginal  injury, 

Colora.do,i/  (July  27-Aug’ast  2):  Hatching  of  second-generation  M,  mexicanus 

was  under  vray  in  casi.ern  Colorado,  east  of  Elhert  County.  Populations 
vfQTQ  generally  light  ivnd  averaged  less  than  10  per  square  yard  in  the 
infested  fields,  M.  mexicanus  vras  JO  percent  dominant  in  the  above  area 
and  M,  hivittatus  and  M,  difforentialis  were  next  in  importance.  Local 
migrations  have  resulted  in  reductions  in  grainfield  populations  and 
increa.oos  in  v/eedy  fields,  corn,  feed  crops,  alfalfa,  and  sugar  beets.

square  yard,  was  present, 

Oklahoma,^  (August  3~9)*  Light  populations  of  second-generation  M,  nexi- 
canus  v/erc  reported  in  Cimarron,  Harper,  and  Texas  Counties  in  north— 
\\rcstcrn  Oklnhona.,  Pirst-,  seconr’-^  pjicl  third-instar  nymphs  averaged 
5 per  sa^uaro  yard  in  the  infested  areas  in  these  counties, 

Kansas,^  (July  27-August  2):  Only  very  light,  minor  flights  of  M,  noxi- 

canus  vrere  observed  during  the  v;eok.  Second-generation  M,  mexicanus 
was  observed  west  of  Hess  County,  Populations  were  lighter  than  in
